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The Gallaudot Home for Deaf-Mutes . 

Since the Thirteenth Annual Meet 
ing of the Society, the Trustees have 
purchased from Mr. and Mrs. Isaac 
W. Nichols, of Brooklyn, a farm of 
15G acres on the Hudson River, be 
twoen New 1 lamburgh andPoughk, 
sic, and ended it, "The Gallaudet 
Home for Deaf Mutes." Including 
the expenses incident to obtaining 
possession and making repairs, it has 
cost tlie Society upward of $29,000. 
With the donation of $2,000 each from 
Miss Ferguson and Mr. E. Ferguson, 
and the $1,000 Ferguson Memorial 
Fund, upwards of $14,000 have been 
paid, leaving a mortgage of $15,000. It 
is hoped that the means will soon be 
in hand to cancel this indebtedness. 

The farm is enclosed by a substan- 
tial stone wall, and is in a high state 
ol oultivation — its products finding a 
ready sale in Wappingor's Falls and 
Ponghkeepsie. 

On euteiing the gate from the road, 
and crossing a creek of never failing 
pure water, there is Been on a high 
knoll, the farm house with its sur- 
rounding barns, stables, carria 
house, cattle yard. etc. A broad 
macadamised avenue, bordered with 
pines and other trees, forming a shady 
arch, winds through the farm to the 
circle at the Mansion. 

This is a commodious edifice, sub- 
antially built of stone and brick, 
with a chapel, library, dining room, 
and ample accommodations for fifty 
people. This handsome hnildin ', cov- 
ered with vines and surrounded by 

ees, is situated on a high bluff, o\. 
looking the Hudson. The view 
from the front, over the lawn, and 
town the river towards Xewburgh, 
he Storm King and Anthony's Jfoae, 
s romantic in the extreme, and 
breathes of peace and rest, from the 
trails, tribulations and cares of this 
world. 

The bluff on the river, with its val- 
uable limestone quarries, is covered 
by several acres ot WOOdland. 
he railroad track is an eligible water 
front, with a convenient dock, whi 
supplies can be delivered by boat ; 
and the Railroad Company COntem 
late establishing a station within five 
minutes' walk of the mansion al din- 
on Point, 

In this Retreat, a "St. Johnland ' 
Tor deaf-mates, it is proposed to gath- 
er the aged and infirm, and such oth- 
ers as may need fostering oare afler 
they leave school. It is expected that 

he inmates will bo able to work- 
on the farm, or in shops at various 

rades, thus contributing to the sup 
port of the Home. There will be fro 
quonl sign services in the chapel, and 
constant efforts put forth to lead these 
"children of silence" to believe in 
Him who said "Ephphatha" to the 
man that was deaf and bad an Imped) 
men! in his speech. 

The object of this Homo should be 

borne in mind, by all who desire thai 

the deaf mutes should be made as 
happy and useful as may be cons 
ent with their groat deprivation. It 
is a charity that appeals to the gen 
ous sympathy of all Christian poo; 
Donations will be gratefully acknow-
